Washington. Match 10.—The ap- 


pointment oi° John B. Sater of Colum- 
bus a3 United States judge for the 
southem d'slrict of Ohio has bebn an- 
nounced by President Roosevelt. Rep- 
resentative Nicholas Longworth said 
the appointment of Mr. Sater was in 
no sense a political one, but that the 
president had acted solely upon the 
recommendation of the Bar associa- 
tion of Columbus in filling the va- 
cancy. Senators Foraker and Dick re 
quested the president to appoint J. J. 
Adams of Zancsvihe. 
Several mem- 


bers of the Ohio congressional delega- 
tion had also indorsed Mr. Adams for 
the judgeship. 


Columbus, O., March 19.—John B. 


Sater, who was appointed federal 
Judge for southern Ohio, has long been 
regarded as one of the leading mem- 
bers of the Franklin county bar. Ho 
Is 52 years of age and was graduated 
from Marietta college. He has held 
few public offices, being at one time 
city solicitor of Columbus. He is now 
president of the Columbus library 
board. 
He is an active Republican, 


having served some years ago a3 
chairman of the county committee.

The second session 
was taken up with the motion made by 
t(^> defense last spring for a change 
of venue. The defense stated they 
had GOO affidavits in support of the 
motion. These set forth that the pub- 
lic mind was prejudiced against the 
defendants. 


Cattlemen Sentenced. 


Omaha, Neb.. March 19.—The most 


Important land ca&o ever tried in Ne- 
braska culminated in the sentence of 
several prominent cattlemen by Judge 
W. H. Mungcr of the United States 
court. Uartlctt picharris and William 
O. Comslock wore sentenced to pay a 
fine each of $1,500 and serve a year 
in tho Douglas county jail; Charles C. 
Jamison and Aquilla Triplett were 
sentenced to pay a fine of $500 and 
serve eight months in the same jail. 
These men" were indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury in May, 1906, for con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States 
out of use, possession and title 1o 
public land, consisting of upward ^ol 
200,000 acres, in northwestern Ne- 
braska. The case was most sensa- 
tional owing to the prominerce and 
financial standing of the two princi- 
pals, Richards and Comstock.

She fol- 
lowed and heard the murdered man 
^peak, though "what his words were she 
declares she does not know, and of 
course the murderer, after consultation 
with his lawyer, claims that their na- 
ture was threatening. 
Such a state- 


ment in determining the truth is worse 
than valueless It is known and readi- 
ly proved that Fear repeatedly threat- 
ened the deceased's life yesterday, and 
there Is no question in the'mind of any 
man, Woman or child who reads these 
Words of the cold blooded nature of the 
crime. The slayer, who had formerly 
taade a murderous attack upon his vic- 
tim, lately quarreled with him and ut- 
tered threats, as we have stated, upon 
'hi* life. The dead man came to him 
with protestations of friendship and 
was struck down a corpse. 


"It is understood that the defeuse 


will In desperation set up the theory ot 
self defense, based on an unsubstan- 
tiated claim that Cory entered the 
room with a drawn pistol.
